In a Sniggle between Zhukov and Khrushchev, it 
was impossible for Zhukov to win and this column has 
so stated for more than a year despite Washington 
opinion to the contrary. The reason why Zhukov could 
not win is inherent in the Soviet system, namely that 
Hie Party—the Communist Party—must be over and 
above everything in the State. The legitimate succes­ 
sor to the Czar, according to this doctrine, is not an 
individual but the Communist Party. 


The downgrading of Stalin must be viewed in this 
perspective 
stalin was dead; if the cult of person­ 
ality persisted, the Communist Party would he .-pill 
widely between pv-Stalinists and anti-St alines; that 
is between orthodox Communists and revisionist Com­ 
munists 
Such a (filarrd could revive all the conflicts 
pf the 1920‘s which seriously weakened Russia and 
which Stalin ended bv his frightful purges 
Khrushchev brilliantly choked off the possibility of 
a revival of an ideological quarrel within the Party 
which could have been devastating. He downgraded 
Stalin; he elevated Lenin 
He heaped ail the errors of 
nearly 40 years upon the dead Stalin and he estab­ 
lished a category of Communists, namely, those who 
are “anti party.’ For being “ anti party” even a great 
man may be exiled from Moscow. 


Khrushchev makes no pretentions of being a great 
man. He is, in fact, an ordinary man. He gets drunk 
in public; he talks off the cuff; he even makes foolish 
statements. But all the time he is building power and 
building it on what, in Russia, is absolutely sound 
ground, namely that the Party must prevail 
Each 
country has its own way.

were taking no chances. They still attribute their mis- 
fortunes to the campaigns of Napoleon Bonaparte and 
although there was a moment o! glorious .splendor be­ 
tween the French Revolution and the Congress of 
Vienna, Fiance has suffered ever since. 


I lie Russian people want no “ Napoleon ism.” 
And Khrushchev hurls a second Sputnik in the air 
- t h is one containing a live dog-and the people 
see that it is the Party and not the arniv that 
produces Sputniks. And therefore Zhukov’s day is 
done, at least until Russia has to go to war again 
when all reserves are called out, of course. 


I he Russians will do things their way just as we 
shall do as we do. The assumption that the Russians 
must be like us or we mu.-T be like them is nonsense 
because it will not happen that way. When President 
Eisenhower likens the dismissal of Zhukov to the resig­ 
nation of Charles Wilson, even humorously, he is either 
mistaken or misinformed or confused. 
Our govern. 
menus are not alike in any respect. When we shall 
have learned that lesson, we will have made tremen­ 
dous progress in our relations with other countries. 
All human beings are not alike and their responses to 
challenges are not alike.

Bend In The Track 


The railroad industry hasn t been in the best 
of health for a long time, and it is not surprising 
that two giants of railroading in the United 
States —the Pennsylvania and the New York Cen­ 
tral- are engaging in merger talk. 
Railroads have more than enough compe­ 
tition from out>ide their own ranks, without 
having to compete with each other, too. A mer­ 
ger cannot come easily or swiftly, though. The 
Interstate Co rn mer ct Commission and the Jus­ 
tice Department are only two of the barriers 
that would hive to he cleared* But the proposal 
envisions an enterprise whose assets of $5 5 bil­ 
lion would rank lith among American industries. 
Central with 10.600 miles of track and 
Pennsylvania with 9.963 are the nation’s two 
largest railroads. 
Between them they employ 
184,000 workers and supply the hulk of railroad 
service available to the nations heavily popu­ 
lated East and Midwest. 
These lines, like UU S. railroads generally, 
have begun to realize half-measures are futile to 
stem the encroachments of trucks, buses, private 
autos waterways and airlines. In 1939 railroads 
enjoyed 62 3 per rent of the nations freight 
business. By last >ear this volume had fallen to 
49.2 per cent, and the downtrend continues. 
Mergers would oliminaie competitive opera­ 
tions and pare heavy investments in duplicate 
installations such as terminal facilities, rights-of* 
way and yards. The fortunes of the American 
railroads are of vital importance to every Ameri* 
ean. The expense of 
moving goods figures 
heavily in the cost of living. 
A more economical railroad system —through 
mergers or otherwise 
could he a factor in the 
long history of cost advances along that front 
which must be halted.
